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1, John Diakos and Spyres Markezinis are reported to be striving already to 
oust one another from the party of Meld Marshal Alexander Papages.

3. Christos Katsambasl, wealthy textile manufacturer, is probably giving Papagos 
considerable financial backing since he is close to Markesinis! father and 
has supported Markezinis heavily in the past. 


4. Other Papagos followers are disturbed that disagreements among Papagos' new 
and hastily achieved political family way wreck his chances of success. 
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Ly Comment. Kateambas figured prominently in early 1950 because 
he was sentenced to 18 montha’ inprisonment and fined five million drachwas 
for refusing to sell goods at the established prices.

his friends that his prosecution had a political motiviation. Apparently,
